1880, together with a statement of the 
amocot of the State debt each year 
since 1840. 
This statement has just 


been completed, after much labor upon 
he part of the clerks in the auditor's 
office, 
and 
not without considerable 


difficulty. The table, which is too elab- 
orate for our columns, contains infor- 
mation of great interest—much of it 
never having been heretofore published. 
We can find room, however, ior^a brief 
summary of its most important features. 


It appears from the figures given 


that, during the past forty yearg, or 
from Dec. 1, 1839, to Dot. 1, 1830, the 
total disbursements of the State for the

OUTDOSE. 


\ St l<ouis Mechanic Discovers a Mode 


of Converting Missouri I'ig Iron 


Into n Superior quality of httel 


Tbc St. Louis Democrat, announces 


.hat Mr. A. Shields, of that city, has 
liscovcrcd<a process for converting Mis- 
souri pig iron into steel, which prom- 
sea to ba of great utility, and may 
revolutionize the manufacture 
of this 


mportant article throughout the world. 
5ays the Democrat : 


The great question bw been for a 


long time to find a cheap yet rapid 
process by which iron could be con- 
verted into steel of the same quality 
that is produced by the means now in 
use. 
In Europe, 
especially in Ger- 


many and Sweden, the problem has been 
worked at unceasingly by the most emi- 
nent scientists with varied success. 
The great desideratum 
has been to 


eliminate from tbc iron ore the sulphur 
and phosphorus which is always pres- 
ent. 


At Essen, in Reiniah Prussia, it was 


discovered some time a«o that tho 
great objection to using the iron ore 
found 
there for the 
manufacture of 


Bessemer steel was the admixture of 
phosphorus which it contained, and the 
only way out of the difficulty was to 
mix the Essen ore with 50 per cent, of 
iron obtained from Sprin. England and 
Algeria. The expense which resulted 
so increased the cost .of the 
manufac- 


tured article that competition 
with 


England became an impossibility. 
A 


cheap, process was then tried, which 
consisted of adding to the ore av basis 
of alkaline salts, which formed, when 
heated, a phosphate. easily soluble, and 
hence 
etaily removed. 
While these 


experiments were going on across the 
water, Mr. Schields was busily engaged 
in endeavoring to perfect a similar pro- 
cess, and bj dint of perseverance he 
has hit upon a method which, he claims, 
completely outstrips any 
previously 


used. 
By this process, which is done 


ID a puddling-furnaoe, a ste;! is pro- 
duced which is exactly suited to the 
manufacture of rails, and which can be 
welded to worn out rails without any 
trouble. 
All that is necessary is to cut 


and beat the old rails and roll them 
into bars, pile them with the etoel made 
by Mr. Schield's process, heat to a good 
welding temperature and roll them into 
rails. 
The cost of the chemicals re- 


quired by this process to make a ton of 
steel out of pig iron will not exceed $2. 
Mr. Sohiclds says that the steel is uni- 
form in every case if the workman un- 
derstands his business. The rails are 
far superior 
to German or Bessemer 


steel. 
They do not break from the ef- 


fects of cold weather, because they are 
not cast, but wrought iron and ateel. 
The steel is peculiarly adapted for 
boiler-plates, edge tools and fine cutlery. 
During the present week Mr. Schields 
ran off at the rolling mills of Neidring- 
haus. Brothers two charges of about 600 


pound*, which were rolled into sheets, 
which lie has now in hia possession. 
The steel: was made from Missouri pig 
iron.

THE GO€U> LIKES. 


Few persons hate »nj idea of the 


fast proportions reached by the consol- 
idation of railroad lines owned and con- 
trolled by what is known as the Gould 
combination, or the Wabash system. A 
St. Louis paper of Saturday in an elab- 
orate article on the subject enumerates 
the various lines entering into this 
great ajstem, and gives the length of 
each, from which it appears that th« 
combination aggregates 9,649 miles of 
completed railway, divided as follows : 


The Wabash system, both east and 


west of 
the Mississippi 
river and 


branchei, 2,487 miles; Missouri Pacific 
and 
branches, 
712 miles ; 
Central 


Branch Union Pacific, 363 miles ; Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas and branches, 
825 ; Kansas Pacific and branches, 1,- 
Oil; Union Pacific and branches, 2,115; 
Denver & South Park, 201; Iron Moun- 
tain and branches, 684; International & 
Groat Northern, 6C4; Texas & Pacific, 
so far as built, 537. In addition to this 
there are 385 miles of road in course of 
construction in Indiana, Illinois and 
Iowa, which will enter into the Wabash 
system when completed, and nearly if 
not quite, 2,000 miles under contract or 
projected in Texas and Mexico, so that 
when the roads under construction are 
completed the consolidation will control 
oner licfhe 
thousand miles 
of rail- 


road, covering the most fertile 
and 


prosperous portions of the United States, 
and reaching into the heart of our sis-, 
ter republic un the south. 
The im- 


mensity of this scheme is almost beyond 
comprehension to the ordinary mind, 
and serves to show tbc herculean char- 
acter of the undertakings which signal- 
ize this wonderful era of the world's 
history. 
Whether this unparalleled 


instance of tho tendency of the times 
towards consolidation in business enter- 
prises shall result in good or evil to 
the public remains to be seen.

Notwithstanding the unrelated ef- 


forts of the temperance folks, the in- 
dulgence in tobacco is more than keep- 
ing pace with tbe increase in popula- 
tion of oar country, as statistics of to- 
bacco crops and manufacture of mate- 
rials exhibit. 
The showing 
on this 


subject ^by the ^superintendent of tbe 
Cincinnati chamber of commerce arc 
interesting and instructive, Cincinnati 
being a great tobacco market. »The 
yield of the crop of 1878 in tbe dis- 
trict tributary to Cincinnati, is' placed 
at 55,000 hogsheads. 
The average 


price at the warehouses in 1880 was 
134- cents per pound, in comparison 
with 12} cents for the preceding year. 
Of chewing tobacco the total produc- 
tion in the Cincinnati district for the 
year ending July 31, 18SO, was 2;590;- 
860 pounds, an increase of over 23 per 
cent over the year 1878-9. The crop 
of 1880 is reported excellent, fully 
equal in quantity and quality to that of 
1879. 
The receipt of this crop of leaf 


at Cincinnati was 38,965 hogsheads. 
The manufacture of smoking tobacco 
shows a considerable falling off from 
the preceding year, but the production 
of cigars increased, 
notwithstanding 


strikes among operatives, and difficulty 
in getting a sufficient number of hands 
at the several establishments. Cincin- 
nati manufactured in tbe year 1879-80 
tbe immense number of 105,882,600 
cigars, 
compared with 89,080,150 in 


1878-9, besides 4,762,200 cigarettes. 


It is therefore to be seen that the 


laws of consumers are more busy than 
ever in masticating 
the weed in its 


pressed and fine-cut forms. 
But the 


pipe in proportion, is losing ground. 
This odorous pocket and mouth-piece 
was largely introduced during tbe war, 
perforce of the example of soldiers and 
tbe exorbitant price of cigars, resulting 
from heavy tax and limited crops.

One portion of President Hayes'

The enormous na- 
tional debt which had accumulated 
during the civil war has been reduced 
by efforts in the bisbest degree credita- 
ble to the public spirit of the American 
people, and without a parallel in the 
history of public indebtedness. 
It is 


evident that the time has come when 
an issue of American securities at lower 
interest will be eagerly taken up both 
at home and abroad, and when the bur- 
den if interest to be paid can be largely 
reduced. It seems too ambitious to 
descend with a leap from 4 per cent, to 
3 per cent., especially when it is seen 
that British consuls, though they just 
touch par, do not keep there. 
But the 


greater part of the American debt 
which is to bo paid off in 1881 may be 
replaced by 34 per cents issued at par 
is much more probable now than the 
success of the previous issues of 4A- 
per cents and 4 per cents during the 
commercial depression, and agitation of 
the inflationists. 
It is calculated that 


this change would reduce the burden of 
interest for debt by $10,000,000; £2,- 
(X)0,000 a yesr, and even in the present 
prosperous state of the Republic this 
saving is large enough to make the rep- 
utation and perhaps the fortune of a 
Finance Minister.

EXCHANGE OF WEALTH. 


The annual report of tbe Chief of the 


Bureau of Statistics contains some in- 
teresting figures on the foreign com- 
Mtroe of the United States. 
In 1860 


the value of exports was $334,57S>057 ; 
of imports, $453,616,119 ; total, $687,- 
193,176. In 1SSO the yalue of ex- 
perts was $335,638.658 ; of imports, 
$667,955.746 ; 
total, 11,503,593,404. 


During the last Qve years the exports 
have exceeded the imports more than 
$920,000,000. 


The significance of these figures is 


that during the pasl five years of en- 
forced economy and prostration we laid 
the foundation of our present revival of 
industry. 
It does not follow, however, i 


that the exports must exceed the im- 
ports to continue the present prosper- 
ity ; on the contrary, it is probable that 
for some years to come the imports will 
exceed the exports, especially if the un- 
monetized condition of silver in Great 
Britain and Germany continues to cause 
such/ quantities of specie to be sent to 
these shores, in payment for our food 
products, DOW that our stocks and bonds 
are gathered home, and the interest al- 
lowed to remain ia the country, instead 
of being shipped in specie or otherwise 
to a creditor nation. 


The following are the articles and 


quantities in which the most marked 
increase of exports has taken place 
durina the decade since 1870 : 
Indiaa 


corn increased from about one million 
to over ninety-eight million bushels, or 
about 695.3 per cent.; in wheat the in- 
crease was from thirty-six and a half 
million to one hundred and 
fifty-three 


and a quarter million bushels, or 318.9 
per cent.; in manulactured cotton, from 
fourteen and a half million to one hun- 
dred and six and a half million yards, 
or 643.3 per cent.; in mineral oil, from 
nearly 
ninety eight 'to over 
three 


hundred and sixty-seven million gal- 
lons, or 275.2 per cent.; in bacon and 
hams, from nearly thirty-nine million to 
nearly seven hundred and sixty million 
pound?,or 349.7 percent.: in fresh and 
salted beef, from nearly twenty-seven 
million to nearly one hundred and thirty 
million pounds, or 368.2 per cent.; in 
butter, from about two million to about 
thirty-nine million pounds, or 1,843.1 
per cent. 
In general the increase in 


quantity has been much greater than 
tho increase in value ; but to this rule 
beef is an important exception. • It is a 
fact. too. that the falling off of value 
in proportion to the quantity exported 
has been greater in articles from the 
South than iu articles from the North, 
raw cotton and tobacco suffering a seri- 
ous loss of proportional value, while 
meats and bread-s'uffs lure held their 
own well. It wuuld appear from ibis 
fact that the production of the necessa- 
ries of liie is the safest business to 
cling to. 
Tho. lesson for the South in 


these li^ures is to depend more on the

I farm commodities, and 
K ss upon the 


j soil-exhausting staple tobacco, aud to 


give the cotton shipped an increased 
value by turning it into cloth, or at.

The increase in the exportation of 


corn is a significant circumstance. For 
some rta.-'!ti there is a pn-jadicj agaiiist 
"yellow rnca!1' in the west of Europe, 
and the knowledge of preparing it for 
food, save as mush, seems to be lacking 
in t h a t quarter. 
During 
the Irish 


futninc of 1S46-7 it was sad to be 
found .starvicg, but it was all but a dis- 
grace, as being tbc sign of total des- 
peration, to be caught eatiug the stir- 
about liorc the yellow meal of Amer- 
ica. 
AB a matter of fact, and with 


prejudice aside, corn ia capable of being 
made into articles of food much more 
palatable than the barley bread or oat- 
meal cakes BO much affected by many 
of the peoples of Europe. 
When those 


people learn what is good for them, tbc 
demand for our corn for jexport will be 
beyond tbe wildest estimates of the 
present time.

in the slute, 100 yards south of his resi- 
dence, on the west bank of the Sangamon 
river, and within its walls he has stored 
4,000 tons of the clearest and purest crys- 
tal ice ever harvested. 
The immense 


structure is 120 feet long, 50 feet wide, 
and 26 feet high. It was built by Goffy 
& Ryncr, at a cost of nearly f'3,000, and is 
constructed of pine lumber on scientific- 
principles in modern style, having a tres- 
tle roof, numerous ventilators and double 
walls, between which is placed sawdust 
in abundance to prevent the ico from 
melting in hot weather. For the past 8 
days n force of 30 »r 35 experienced ice 
harvesters have been busily engaged In 
filling tUe great building wilh the cooling 
chunks under the personal direction of 
Mr. Mafflt, and at the time of tho visit af 
the wriler on Wednesday evening, »11 
hands wero actively al work plowing, 
cutting, and drawing the frozen c"iunk«, 
each about 10 inches in thickness, up 
tbe Knickerbocker chute and into the 
building, 
where 
each 
square 
lump 


was packed 
closely with 
the other 


specimens of Alaska '"diamonds" that 
had gone before. 
Everything moved 


along like clack work, quietly and ordc'r- 
ly, all loud talking and shouts being posi- 
tively forbidden. 
Six to eight chunks of 


ice were drawn up the chute at one time 
by means of a rope, at one end of which 
was attached a patent hook held by »n 
operator, and at the other end was at- 
tached n team of horses that pulled tho 
load up the incline to the opening IntO'the 
building. Tbe building is now "chuck 
full" of ice and will be closed until ins 
summer trade begins.

Mr. Mofflt has a branch house which he 
has leased from Mr. Whitmer, and which 
is filled with 400 tons of ice, of similar «u- 
perior quality.
